1, Krich BUCHIKGEH, from Graz and hts brother, Ernst rUCMIKOE!^ (who lly ns 
in Salzbur/T, attended the monthly maotlnc of the Association of nuiaanlans in 
Austria TThiih took place on 8 October 1955 at the Oasthaus Zipforbracu. 

2. Erich BUCKINGER related that at the end of September 1955* PlHC.HER, 
from Vienna, visited Gras with the aim of arranginc the opening of a Rumanian 
Center in that city* In this respect, she contacted BUCHIKGER^^<\CAJU-^U and 
Victor SUTAiiDAN* 



3. BUCI^INOER revealed that a week beforehand he had cone to Vienna to take 
care of certain personal affairs* At this time, ho hod eone to tho Ricnanian 
Legation, introduced himself as an Austrian peasant, clatninp to have been 
requested by VACAHESCD in Graz to obtain inforaation a.bcuf repatriation. He 
gave tiio Rumanian omoloyee of tho Location a letter received from Paris by 
VACARKSCU* The letter was signed ^ the "Rumanian Popular Ropubltc Committee for 
Refugees" and extended him on invitation to repatriate* (Although carrying tho 
emblem of the. RPR as well as tho signature noted above, tho letter was a fake* 
Uimoopraphed, it had been sent to many Rumanians in Austria* V/hlle Invitlns them 
to return, the letter actually constituted a counter-propaganda action.) nuCHlNQER 
told the employee that VACAHKSCU wanted to know if the letter actually come from 
an RPR office. After reading the letter, the ea^loyee said that he must obtain 
Information from the Consul; he took the letter and disappeared into another 
office* After a quarter of an hour, ho returned and, with no further comaont, 
simply declared that the letter had not been sent by any RPR office*

^ Petre CHORGESCtJ, who was to leave on 2? September 1955 for Sweden, was 
orevonted fron.;dWng so by the Swedish Consul, approximately a half-hour before 
his train was to\eayp. Throe ^ys earlier, OBORGESCU had stolen a pair of 
gold cuff links fTOn(Profe5so])^tJS0, a Volksdeutsehe from R umania, Tho latter 
reported the event tho nolice and oroRGESCO was arrested* However, ahen tho 
police .learned thatVe was to emigrate in several days, they released him and 
suppressed the .entlrA affair* Due to some indiscretion or perhaps even a 
denunciation, the Swapish Consul learned of the matter and imraediately struck 
GEOnOESCO's name from tho list of eligible emigres, thereby anmilling his visa* 
Subject Is currently ^vinf; in Salzburg wlUi no permanent re sidence; he manages 
to stay with various iR.ends who provide him shelter* 

5. Eugon*^BORA, who came from Trieste to Salzburg in May 1955 and recinined 
there, staying at the Rumanian Center at 38 Eliza be thstrasso, returned to Trieste 
at the end of September 1955* stated ho was returning because his father was 
in Trieste and he was unsuccessful in obtaining authorization for him to live 
in Austria*. 



6* A certain RafaeS^OLTAN, of Hungarian origin, arrived in* Salzburg about 
20 September 1955, coning from Trieste* He stayed at tho Runanioii Center for 
about 10 days, at which tine the Center suggested he retum to Trieste since it 
did not have sufficient means to maintain him* A collection was taken up from 
among the Center's inhabitants to pay ZOLTAK's transportation expenses. On 10 
October, he left Salzburg; however, instead of returning to Trieste, ZOLTAK 
■ crossed the frontier clandestinely into Yugoslavia* 
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7. Victor^IL'AIJDAn, llvin;T In Gras, i made a short- visit to Salzburf. H« 
arrived at 1300 hours on 6 October and returned to drai at 1600 the sa::ie day.

Me also frcKjuonts the Diotnann 
Restaurant on Ignats Mnrrcrotrasso whom lionets TascU'CUNEA each tino the 
latter rones to Salsburg. This restaiurant isXaloo froquontod by r.hoornho KLORt-^O. 
STOiSSSKL, who owns a home in Salsburg* was mixVj up in the illegal alcohol traffic 
In which several .\nerican soldiers were arrosteU in Vienno. lie is c»ipposnd to 
have been the one who denounced the affair. Ilo Vwns a larrre textile store in 
Vienna as well as a Hercedes 220 automobile.
